mittances. As for service, 
connects and disconnects, 
here again 90 per cent used 
the telephone for this con¬ 
venience.

City of Sierra Madre, what 
he thought to be an aitema- 
tive plan, in part it being 
the burying of the concrete 
pipe with a water bed over 
top of the pipe. City fathers

Council¬ 
man Soren.sen stated that it 
was the desire of the city of 
not only to keep the Can- 
yonites well informed as to 
progress, but the entire City 
population. 

Other B'usiness 

Other important business 
before the Council, was the 
proclamation of the Mayor FACTORY 
declaring “White Cane ’ 

Days” October 1 and 2, and 
proclaimed October 11 to 16 
as Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Week. The Council 
also gave permission for 
signs, closing of Kersting 
Court on Saturday from 9 
a.m, till noon for the start 
and finish of the estimated 
three hour foot race to Mt. 

Wilson and return and the 
Chamber of Commerce plan¬ 
ned auction sale and side¬ 
walk sale in connection 
with the celebrated - fund 
raising week. 

The City Council was noti¬ 
fied by City Attorney Melt- 
tin that there were some 
“Holdouts” in the Suffolk 
Street extension, and that it 
would be necessary to go for 
condemnation. That this 
would not hold up the con¬ 
struction of the project, 
scheduled for completion 
December 15, 1965, but could 
delay the spreading of the 
assessment costs for as 
much as six months, de¬ 
pending 'upon the court 
hearings. 

A rather large agenda 
having been completed by 
10:50, the Council extended 
the meeting beyond the 11 
p.m. curfew and went into a 
“personnel meeting” for the 
■ purpose of disc u s s i n g,. 
among other things the 
Building Department serv¬ 
ices and the Engineering 
service. They have been ex¬ 
ploring the possibilities of 
excluding them from city 
participation and employ¬ 
ing the work done by the 
County of Los Angeles. The 
Council then returned to the 
chambers and adjourned un¬ 
til the hour of 7:30 October 
12 to meet with the Sierra 
Madre Library Board prior 
to the regular meeting at 8 
p.m.

Generic Name vs Trademark 


There has been much discussion of the pros and cons 
of the use of generic names as against trademarks in pres¬ 
cribing drugs. And this is not a technical matter of limited 
public Interest. Very important questions concerning the 
public health are Involved. 

The generic name is simply a shortened form of the 
drug’s chemical name which is often unpronounceable and 
too long for common use. When a generic name is used the 
pharmacist may employ a drug produced by any manu¬ 
facturer. He may not even know who manufactured the 
drug, as there is no requirement that the producer’s name 
appear on the label. When, on the other hand, a trade¬ 
mark is specified, the pharmacist must use a drug pro¬ 
duced by the named manufacturer. 

I The argument in favor of generic-name prescribing is 
economic. And it is true that these products are com¬ 
monly cheaper than trademark medicines. But this is a 
case where a somewhat lower price may prove costly in¬ 
deed. Substandard products do find their way on the market, 
and they are almost always generic products. They may be 
woefully inadequate to do the job Intended. And then 
the suffer is the unwitting victim of a small and false 
economy. 

The manufacturers of trademark drugs, by contrast, 
stake their reputations on their quality. And the importance 
of this is indicated by the fact that 90 per cent of all the 
prescripions written today specify trademark products. 
This is not because doctors seek to enrich the drug com¬ 
panies. It is because they want their patients to have reme¬ 
dies which they trust, and which promise maximum benefit.
